MSMORAKDUM OF AOREKMEHT made and entered Into this /d av 
of September, 1937, by and between 6. F. UAHOHITi hereinafter for 
oonvenlenoe referred to as "First Party", and MARTIN JENSEN, Jyre- 
Inafter for convenience referred to as "Second Party", and 
JENSEN (wife of aaid Second Party), hereinafter for convenience 
referred to as "Third Party"; 


WHEREAS, on or about the 33rd day of Augiist, 1927, the said 
First Party and the Metro-Ooldvyn~Mayer Corporation, entered into 
an agreement, a true oopy^of which is hereunto annexed and hereby 
referred to; 

NOW THEREFORE, in ooneidsration of the covenants and agree¬ 
ments herein contained on the part of the respective parties here' 
'to, IT 13 AGREES by and between said First Party and aaid Second 
Party as follows: 


I. 

Second Party agrees to pilot and fly by non-etop airplane 
flight, in aooordanoe with said annexed agreement, the airplane 
to be furnished by First Party, and referred to in said agreement, 
transporting therein one live Hon to Roosevelt Field, New York, 
and agrees that aaid airplane in which said lion shall be trans¬ 
ported will be landed at Clover Field, Santa Monica, California, 
at least two days before the commencement of aaid non<-etop flight, 
where such lion is to be delivered to and placed in said plane at 
the time of said landing at Clover Field; 

II. 

IT IS AGREED that the official start of said non-eton flight 
is to occur not later than September 15, 1937; by the tew "official 
start" is meant the actizal departure of said airplane fully equipped 
for a non-stop fHght between the starting point and New York, to¬ 
gether with an actual flight of not less than fifty (50) miles from 
the starting point; 

If said flight is suocessfid., Second Party shall land said 
plane, weather permitting, at Roosevelt Field, New York, at which 
point said lion is to be delivered to said Metro-Goldwjm-Mayer 
Corporation, but if such landing oannot safely be made at Roosevelt 
Field, tben the same will be made by Second Party at either of the 
three landing fields nearest New York City; 

III. 

Second Party a^ees to operate said airplane in a oareful and 
prudent manner and In compliance with any and all laws and ordi¬ 
nances relating thereto; and Second Party further agrees to exert 
his best efforts to the end that said lion will be delivered to 
eaid Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Corporation in a safe and sound condition 
at New York City, 'but Second Party shall not be responsible for the 
health of eaid lion;
